MORE BATTLES 


WITH THE BOXERS 


Nagasaki Plans For a New Prison 


—Serious Case of Mutiny 


in Formosa. 


H 


ONGKONG, Jan. 19.—Two mur- 


ders In as many days Is a start- 
ling fact to have to face, but It 


is nevertheless an Indisputable one. 
.Following on that at Yaumatl on the 
9th instant, when a marine hawker, 
presumably from motives of revenge, 
was done to death by means of a 
chopper, a second outrage, Jhls time 
on the "Victoria side of the harbor, was 
perpetrated at 
Gage street on the 


10th instant, when, a schoolmaster, 
Yeung Ku Wan by name, was shot in 
his classroom In full view of his pu- 
pils. It appears that shortly after 6 
o'clock, when teacher and pupils were 
engrossed In the studies of the day, a 
man suddenly entered the room, which 
Is situated on the .first floor at 62 Gage 
street, and before Mr. Teung had re- 
covered from his surprise at the unex- 
pected intrusion, or had time even t» 
utter a word, the man whipped out a 
revolver and fired four shots In rapid 
succession "at the unfortunate school- 
master, who fell to the ground. Bvery 
one of the shots had taken effect, one 
entertag the head and the others pene- 
trating the left shoulder, chest and 
abdomen. The murderer, dn commit- 
ting his diabolical work, turned and. 
fled from the room, trampling over the 
frightened scholars who obstructed his 
path. According to the statements of 
some of the older scholars, not a word 
was spoken on either side, the whole 
affair occupying Just a lew seconds. 
Mr. Young's wife and two daughters, 
realizing 
by the 
unusual sound of 
frightened 
voices and hurrying feet 
that something had happened, ran 
down to Uie schoolroom, and their 
feelings at the sight that met their 
eyes may well be Imagined. Attracted 
by the shots, a Chinese cunstaole pa- 
trolling In the vicinity made haste to 
the scene of the crlma. A hurried 
examination showed that Mr. Yeung, 
although mortally wounded, was still 
breathing, 
and with commendable 
promptitude the lukong had him con- 
veyed to the Government Civil Hos- 
pital. The constable^then informed the 
officials at the Central Police Station 


• of the tragedy. At the hospital It was 
easily apparent from the first that the 
unfortunate man was beyond human 
skill—that the assassin had_nerformed 
filsTK>rk~ only too welL Mr. Teung 
expired a few hours later. Dr. Bell 
taking his dying depositions. The 
murdered schoolmaster was 34 years 
of age and well known to his com- 
patriots in the colony as a political 
reformer. Indeed, In this fact will 
probably be found the motive for the 
crime, as, apart front' his political 
views, he was on good terms with ev- 
ery one. In a futile attempt to shield 
himself, Mr. Yeung bad evidently 
made use of the class-book he held In 
his hand at the moment of being shot. 
One bullet had completely pierced It, 
while a second must have first struck 
it before entering the body of the vic- 
tim. 


A BRUSH WITH BOXERS 


PEKING, Jan. 9. — An expedition, 
under the command of Lieutenant 
Colonel Pavel, with four companies of 
infantry, two mountain guns and two 
field pieces 
and a 
detachment of 
mounted infantry, left Peking on De- 
cember 28th for Shahotsun, which lies 
to the N.N.W. of Peking, on tfie banks 
of the river Shaho, on the road from 
Peking to Kalgan. From there two 
companies, under Major von Foerster, 
branched off to Yenkhing; the other 


- two, under Major Wyneken, marched 
over Tsehanplng via the mountains to 
Ltakouying. They Joined again on 
December 31 at Kluluen and started 
•for TMganphu, where they were in- 
formed by the natives that Boxer 
fortifications were 
In the southeast. 
Three companies started on January 2 
to Lluplnhu at 3 o'clock in the morn- 
ing, and reached the Boxer fortifica- 
tions at 9:50 o'clock, where they made 
an assault and, after being engaged 
till 7:20 o'clock, they killed 140 Boxen, 
who were armed with old and modern 
rifles. On the German aide there was 
one killed, one severely wounded, and 
an officer 
and three men slightly 
wounded. They captured ten old guns 
and m, number of flags and banner*, 
betides a. quantity of war material. 
The neighboring people Joined In the 
engagement on the side of the Box- 
en. The Germans for that reason 
burnt T»ehang»hu, where there were 
some strong forts. 
They returned on January 5 to Ten- 
khtng, where the whole detachment 
Joined together again.

The representatives of royal families arrived from London at about 1 o'clock 


and drove to Windsor Castle, 


The streets of the old town were still "hung with wreaths, sadly faded since 


Saturday. The stores were closed during the Interment. - 


Thfr final rites over the dead Queen were concluded at 3:30 p. m. and the 


body was laid to rest in the Frogmore mausoleum. 


King Edward, Queen Alexandray Emperor William and others of the royal 


family attended the services before the coffin at an early hour this morning. 


LONDON, Feb. S.—The body of Queen Victoria has been protected by 


Guardsmen in the Albert Memorial Chapel at Windsor since it was deposited 
there yesterday. The officials of the royal household, at Windsor Castle visited 
the chapel today, as well as a number of friends, and admired the great dis- 
play of wreaths. 
The interment at Frogmore tomorrow will be at 3 p. m. According to the 


official programme, the coffin, preceded by the Bishop of Winchester and the 
Dean of Windsor, will be borne by non-commissioned officers 
of the Quarts 


from the Albert Memorial Chapel and placed on the gun carriage. A guard of 
honor of the Queen's company of UW Grenadier Quarda, with the band of the 
regiment, will be drawn up facing tbe chapel and will present arms. The pro- 
cession wfll move off in the following, order: The Queen's company, with arms 
reversed; the Governor and constable c Windsor Castle, the Duke of Argyll's 
Highlanders and pipers, royal servants, band of the Grenadier 
Guards, 
the 


Bishop of Winchester and the Dean ol Windsor, the lord chamberlain and the 
lord steward, the gun carriage, supported by the late Queen's equerries and 
household, and flanked by the same officers as appeared in Saturday's proces- 
sion in London. 
Following the coffin will walk King Edward, the Duke of Connaugbt, Em- 


peror William, the King of the Belgians, Prince Henry of Prussia and all 
the royal personages Including Queen Aevandra,and the Princesses, with the 
exception of a few who left England yesterday. These will be accompanied 
by their suits. The route will be through the Norman gateway, across the quad- 
rangle, through the George IV archway, down Long Walk to the mausoleum. 
The entire route from th«i George IV archway to the gates of the mausoleum 
will be lined with troops Tind«r the command of Colonel Napier Miles of the 
First Life Guards. The Queen's pipers will play from the gates to the mauso- 
leum Itself. On arriving there the Queen's company v4Ul open outward 
and 


form in double rank in the steps of t) e mausoleum. ' 
a he choir will meet the funeral coitege on the steps. The Highlanders, pi- 
pers and servants, on their arrival, will go straight into the mausoleum and 
take up the positions allotted to them. Then the coffin will be carried Into tbe 
mausoleum preceded by the choir and clergy The members of the royal fam- 
ily, on entering, will take places on each side of the sarcophagus, the royal 
household standing in the transept on each side. The whole of the castle will 
be kept clear The ground from the Geergts IV archway to Long Walk gates 
will be under the control of the lord steward, and the officer will issue tickets 
of admission. The portion of Long Walk over which the procession will move 
•will be under the direction of the Mayor nf Windsor. 
All concerned, including the mourners, will walk. A large force of London 
police has been appointed to keep order and the spectacle will be very Impress- 
ive, bands playing funeral marches unti {he mausoleum is reached. After that 
the ceremony will be private, as there is only room for the mourners and the 
clergy 
The choir will sing Sir Arthur Sullivan's anthem, "Tea, Though I 
Walk," the hymn, "Sleep Thy Last Sleep," and Tennyson's "The face of Death 
Is Turned Toward the Sun of Ltght," set to music by Sir Walter Parratt 


A memorial service was held this morning in St. George's Chapel, attended 
by King Edward. Queen Alexandra, the Duchess of Cornwall and York, Em- 
peror William, Crown Prince Frederick William, the Duke of Connaught. other 
relatives of the late Queen and thirty ladies and gentlemen of the royal house- 
hold. The royal personages wore civilian clothing, the ladies wearing mourning 
veils. The only patches of color were the red coats of a few officers and the 
white surplices of the choir, the whole scene being in strong contrast with 
yesterday's brilliant display, for the body of the chapel was crowded by a con- 
gregation in black. 
Sir Walter Parratt played a prelude. La Chamlnade, and Canon, the Mar- 
quis of Normandy, and the Dean of Windsor read the special lessons. The pray- 
ers were the special prayers prescribed relating to the reign of Victoria and 
the accession of Edward. The choir aanc Dvorak's^anthem, "Blessed Jesus Fount 
of Mercy," rendering it with beautiful effect. The Right Rev. William Stubba, 
Bishop of Oxford, delivered the funeral discourse. 


After the service King Edward and Emperor William walked in tbe grounds 
and in the evening they, attended a-strlctly private service, at 'which Mme. Al- 
ba ni sane* 
Emperor William will leave Windsor on Wednesday, accompanied by King 
Edward. He will take luncheon at Marlborough House, after which he will drive 
to Charing Cross station, where be will take the train for Port Victoria. He 
will follow the same route by which Lord Roberts entered London on returning 
from South Africa, and a great ovation is expected.

WAILUKU. Maul, Feb. 9.—Maul has. 


been In the grasp of the second swat 
kona of the season for the past week. 
The storm king has been rampant, 
seeking to subdue old earth by hurling 
upon It terrible northeast blasts, fierce 
southern gales, bolts of electricity* 
showers of hailstones and downpours of 
rain* 
The storm of last November contin- 


ued but four days; the present one be- 
gan on Monday and the kona wind la 
still blowing briskly today. One of the 
prominent characteristics of the pres- 
ent kona was the presence of a large 
amount of electricity In the atmosphere 
Tuesday, "Wednesday, Tharsday and 
Friday. Electrical 
disturbances of 


short duration take place several times 
every rainy • season, but a display of 
electricity continuing tor four days is 
aa occurrence not recalled by the old- 
est Inhabitant. 


During the morning of Monday the 


wind began to blow moderately strong 
from the south. In the afternoon it 
suddenly changed to the northeast 
and the "makanl klu," so-called by the 
natives, began to send forth most ter- 
ble blasts, rivalling in force the old- 
time kona wind. Leaves and branches

—Bottling House to be Built 


on Acquired Land.

lulu- Brewing Company will commence 
tojarew the first beer ever produced in 
Honolulu. The plant which has ..been 
.in the course of ; construction for more 
than' a year js. about completed and the 
finishing touches upon the great copper 
and steel vats .wereibeing made yester- 
day afternooon by E. J. Waterman, the 
brewmaster. Within a" short time He- 
Holulans who «are .for the . beverage 
•will have ah opportunity to taste the 
home-brewed awe-duet •

The tall red baildlijg on Queen street 


which Jiouses. the great. mass of ma- 
/chiner/necesaarj.toiturn out the lager 
was a beehive of industry yesterday 
:and employes were -hurrying hither and 
thither making the ;many rooms ready 
tfor the brewing of the beer. Some of 
:the rooms were toeatefl ;to such a tem- 
iperature that It was difficult to breathe 
!and yet but a lew feet .fllstant, sepa- 
<rated only by wooden walls, were rooms 
which were filled with chilled air, suf- 
ficient to freeze a person should he stay 
;taere for any length of time. For two 
weeks the ammonia pipes which ram- 
ify every portion off ^hese cold storage 
rooms have been sfiving iorth their 
rf rigid atmosphere and when the amber 
liquid has gone through the myriad 
•processes from malt •to wort and been 
filtered through' a qdeer-looking ma- 
•chine iwWch looks for all the world like 
A big metal bass drum, it will stand 
-the arctic test of these rooms until 
ready to be barreled, and made ready 
for consumption. 


The bunding is supplied with -electric 


•and steam power throughout and the 
system of "belting and shafting from the 
ground floor to. the upper room where 
the malt Is stored and fefl into the re- 
ceiving hopper Is planned -to make the 
•machinery work almost perfect 'Elec- 
tric temps, switchboards and annunci- 
ator* «bound 3n the building *nd .every 
room and department la In touch wtth 
the office -of the brewmaster, which is 
located in the -very heart of the 'ma- 
chinery and vat system. 


The different floors, if such they 


be 'called.- for most of them are but 
half-landtoga with sufficient 
celling 


height for the immense vats, are eon- 
-nected with zigzag stairways. At the 


of the building la the floor 


the brewing process 


Two thousand bags of malt are stored 
in the main building and today about 
7,000. pounds—an amount that will make 
seventy-five barrels of beer-^-will be 
turned into the metal hopper, whence 
It is graduated Into the cleaning reel 
on the landing below. Here the malt 
is cleaned of all foreign substances. 
Next the malt goes into the mill where 
It is chopped and ground into a flour, 
the whole process being visible through 
glass screens. It is then carried by 
belt elevators Into the scale hopper, 
w*here the flour is weighed. Thence it 
is carried into the mash vat, where the 
.malt 1* extracted by hot water. The 
'product Is called the wort, which Is 
then run into an Immense copper ket- 
tle, where It Is boiled. Hops are added 


• In this vat 


This process completed, the wort is 


pumped tick to the top floor again to 
the hop j^tck, only a few feet from the 
receiving hopper. Here the hops are 
extracted from the wort, which is then 
run Into a cooler which has a tempera- 
ture of 46 degrees. The liquid is allow- 
ed to remain In the cooler for ten to 
twelve days to "age" In a temperature 
of 28 degrees Fahrenheit This room 
contains ten tanks, each of a capacity 
of seventy-five barrels. The room Is 
covered with ammonia-filled pipes and 
Is kept at an even temperature at all 
times. This process ended, the beer is 
allovrpd to run down by gravity pipes 
into the storage cellar. It Is then led 
to the chip cellar, where It la charged 
with carbonic acid gas, after which It 
Is ready to be barreled and placed on 
the market 


The machinery Is In perfect condition 


and when the brew Is on the bottom 
floor ready to be lifted to the top floor 
Into the hop Jack, seventy-five barrels 
of liquid can be so transferred In fif- 
teen minutes. The brewing machinery 
was manufactured In Chicago, while 
the cooling apparatus came from Cin- 
cinnati and Is of the type found In most 
of the large breweries In the United 
States.

.the Territory Henry E. Cooper 
questioned whether .under the pro- 
visions of the Organic Act it was 


the intention of Congress that the Ter- 
ritory .of Hawaii should pay the ex- 
penses, salaries, etc.. at <the local Legie- 
.lature.ior whether Congress' Itself would 
liquidate the bills. Acting on this sug- 
gestion he wrote to the Interior De- 
•partment asking for twrboictions and 
received a telegram in the last mail 
from E. A. Hitchcock, the Secretary of 
the Interior, which he read before the 
"Sovernorfs Council yesterday morning. 
The telegram was as fotolws: 


Replying ;to your letters of -the 4th tost., 


a have to state that the Act of April 80* 
1900, 
providing government for Hawaii, 
contemplates payment by the -Territory 
of compensation of members of the Ter- 
ritorial Legislature, consequently no ap- 
propriation for that purpose has been 
made by Congress. 


AH -to your 'duties as Territorial Secre- 


tary under section 69 of the Organic Act 
you are required to record «nd preserve 
all journals of the Legislature. Each 
branch of the latter should respectively 
provide for the actual recording of -pro- 
ceedings from -flay to day. 


The question of "proceedings" was 


brought up by Mr. Cooper In the exact 
meaning and intention of the instruc- 
tions relating to this 'matter contained 
in the Secretary's telegram. He stated 
after the meeting, however, that the 
construction he wwuld place upon the 
matter wa» that it should mean com- 
pleted business, which would not In- 
clude verbatim reports of the speeches 
made for or against the various bills.
